French Aeroplanes Attack Craft 

. People Refuse to Heed Warning to

Paris. Feb. 1.— Twcnt.v-four persons 
wore killed and twenty-seven Injured 
In the Zeppelin raid over Paris Satur- 
day night, according to an oniclai state- 
ment given out hero. 

Ten of the wounded were placed In 
hospitals owing to tho soverltv of 
their Injuries. 

The raid Inaterl about one mlnntn 
and a half, while in tho first visit ol 
Zeppelins to Paris on Mari'h 21, 1915 
four of these aircraft were over or 
la tho neighborhood of the capita! for 
nearly two hours. 

The fact that only one German ma 
chine appeared leads lo the belief 
tbat the Zeppelin was making a 
roconnoitoring trip, and tho supposJ. 
tlon is that the Germans liave In view 
a similar operation on a larger scale. 
Tho Paris newspapers demand tbat 
measures of retaliation bo taken im- 
mediately. 

lloforo the attack 30 French aero- 
planes searched the remote air regions 
above Paris for tho raider, of whoso 
appearanco warning bad been given.

MUNDAY IN JAIL AT MORRIS 

Court Sentences Banker to Five Years 

In Prison— Charged With .Wreck- 

ing Bank. 

Morris, III., Feb. 1.— Charles B. 
Munday, former first vice-president of 
the LnSallo Street Trust and Savinga 
bank of Chicago, of which William 
Lorimer was president, is In jail. Ho 
was sentenced on Saturday to five 
years in tho Jollet penitentiary by 
Judge S. C. Stough, before whom ho 
was convicted on November 19 of 
conspiracy In connection with tbe 
wrecking of tho bank. After the pass- 
Ing of tho sentence ho was given into 
the custody of Sheriff Henry U Hen- 
drlckson, who immediately took him 
to tho little county Jail. 

"I'm not guilty^" said Munday, "I 
w.ig In hopes tbat sentence would not 
bo passed today, so that I might be 
able to straighten out some of my af- 
fairs before being turned over to the 
sheriff." 

"I think it Is safer to rely on tho 
verdict of the jury than that state- 
ment." said the court. "I hope that It 
is true."

Washington, Jan. UO.— Tho text of 
the American protest to Great Britain 
against intorferenco with neutral 
mails, made public on Thursday, re- 
veals that diplomatic and consular 
pouches have been treated In a man- 
ner the United States considers "voxu- 
tlously Innulsltorial." Tbo note de- 
scribes tho practices of Urillsh olll- 
clals as "unwarranted interferences," 
and urgently requesting a prompt re- 
ply, points out that "a strong foolinK 
Is being aroused" In this country by 
tho loss of valuable letters, while for- 
eign banks are refusing to cash Amer- 
ican drafts because they bavo no as- 
surances that drafts are secure In tho 
malls, 

Tho United States declares that par- 
cel post articles are entitled to the 
exemptions of neutral trade, and de- 
nies the right of Groat Britain to take 
neutral mall ships Into British juris- 
diction for purposes of search and 
then submit them to local censorship 
regulations. 

With tbo text of tho American note 
was made public Great Britain's ad 
Interim reply, saying tbat ijuestlons of 
principle raised by tho United States 
have made It necessary for Great 
Britain to consult her allies before an- 
swering finally, and indicating that 
there will bo no unnecessary delay In 
the negotiations. 

Tbo American note ta In tho form 
of a memorandum to Ambassador Pago 
at London, instructing him to filo a 
"formal and vigorous protest."

The bill was Introduced In the house 
of lords after It had passed tho houso 
of commons on the third reading by 
a vole of ,^S3 to :iG, many labor mem- 
bers who had been believed foes of 
conscription voting with tho ministry. 

The provisions of tho moasuro ex- 
cludn Ireland from conscription on tho 
ground that she is an allied but In- 
tegral kingdom. 

Under the bill bachelors and wid- 
owers between eighteen and forty-one 
years may bo forced to serve In tbo 
army. 

Married men, ellglbles who have 
conscientious scruples against military 
service, clorgymen. men engaged Id 
hidlsponslblo government work, men 
who are sick, men who have persons 
dependent upon them for support and 
cripples are excluded. 

England, Scotland and Wales are In- 
cluded In the bill. V 

The king Is expected to sign the 
bill at once. From its Inception in tho 
brain of Premier Asquith King George 
has boon an earnest advocate of the 
conscription measure. 

Bristol, England, Jan. 28.- Tho Brit- 
ish labor conference, by n vote of l,- 
S17.000 to 2OG.00O. gave Its approval 
to tho government's conscription bill. 
Tho resolution In favor of support- 
ing the govommont. was passed amid 
cheers shortly after tho three-day sos- 
slon of tho labor conforonco opened.

That no merchantman shall bo 
sunk except whore It la impossible 
to Bupply.^a prize crew, or until pas- 
sengcrs and crow are placed In safety. 
Tho nolo voices a warning tbat this 
government is considering adoption of 
a policy under which all armed mer- 
chantmen that enter ports of tho 
Hnlted States In future shall be con-

The beauty of tho rose la so widely 
appreciated that tho popularity It now 
enjoys and the demand for hardy gar- 
den roses are annually Increasing. No 
earden is complete without roses, and 
every family ought to grow them In 
abundance, for never have roses been 
80 cheap and beautiful as now. 

Moreover, the cultivation of tho 
flower is so simple t!mt no excuse can 
be ofTored for Its neglect. 

The first requisite for success in 
rose growing Is the selection of good, 
healthy plants. Weak, sickly" roses 
[ire dear at any price. "Alany of these 
lilants lack vigor because they are 
stunted by remaining too long In the 
cutting bed or In small pots before 
they aro set out. 

In order to obtain the host results, 
therefore. It Is advisablo to restrict 
one's patronage to first-class nursery- 
men only, firms that are prepared to 
furnish strong, well-rooted plants, sucli 
OS will make a showing the first sea- 
son and develop into vigorous speci- 
mens. 

In selecting roses for tho garden. It 
is well to know that those plants are 
grown In two ways, that Is to say, on 
their own roots or budded low on the 
Manetti. a brier roso timt has largely 
superseded the dog-rose and other 
stocks In this country, as It Is one 
of the most dealrablo for our country 
and climate. 

Kxperts are divided on the question 
na to which should receive tho prefer- 
ence, and tho beginner la liable to bo 
In a quandary, because growers aro 
apt to argue for their own method of 
propagation. 

\Ve find many varieties of rosea 
grown on this stock (ManottI) adapt 
themselvea to a greater range of cli- 
mate nnd soli, bloom more profusely, 
endure hotter tho heat of tho summer 
and make far stronger plants' than If 
grown from their own roots. 

Many object to budded roses on ac- 
count of tho suckers they sometimes 
throw out; hut If proper attention Is 
paid to the planting this will rarely be 
an annoyance. 

Budded roses .should bo planted suf- 
ficiently deep, HO that the junction of 
tho bud with the stock Is from two to

The enrichment of tho soil, how- 
ever, should not only be made at tho 
time of the preparation of the bed be- 
fore planting, but In the spring ol 
every year, for with such attention a 
bountiful supply of fiowers may bo ex- 
pected every season. 

■^Hien planting, spread tho roots out 
carefully and do not cross them or 
crowd them. They should be placed 
well below the surface of the soil 
nnd arranged, as far as possible, In 
their natural position. 

Roses may be grown tONpcrfectlon 
In ordinary garden soil, provided they 
are planted In a sunny, sheltered ipca- 
tion, away from tho roots of large, 
trees, for those will absorb all tho life- 
sustaining nutrition of the soil, where- 
as young trees and dwarf shrubbery 
do no harm. If the soil Is naturally 
poor, howevor. It Is advisable to lay 
a substantial foundation for future 
good results. 

The question naturally presents It- 
self as to which la the best time to 
plant roses, but the broad extent ol 
our country precludes a definite reply. 
Generally speaking, ho\yever. mid- 
spring should receive the" preference, 
and It is" bettor to be a little early 
than too late; in n mild season, In- 
deed, planting may even be done in 
JIarch, 

Dormant roses. In fact, should bo 
planted as soon as the frost Is out of 
the ground and the soil can be worked. 
But it is advisable not to set out tea 
roses until the weather is thoroughly 
settled and they should, of course, 
only be planted In the spring. 

Unless a cold, wet or late spring 
prevails, pruning may bo done In 
March or April. Old and decayed 
branches nnd unrlpened wood should 
bo removed annually, leaving only tho
